Tho 
HMidents who will be fortunate 
enough to be among those who will 
travel to Bordeaux' will certainly 
appreciate the above statement after 
their trip. 

Last yp;ir two hundred made the 
trip on a Wednesday afternoon under 
the leadership of the Y.M.C.A. Un- 
fortunately the number was too large 
to enable the Obverhor and his staff 
to explain the finer details of the sys- 
tem, such 08 the turret from which 
ail cells are rontroilod by electricity 
and other such Interesting devices. 
This year, however, the boys are to 
be the personal guests of Governor 
Landriault, in groups of twenty-five, 
and he will personally conduct them 
through the different departments, 
explaining how the men pass their 
time and the methods used In dealing 
with the various types oi prisoners, 
their- weak points and their needs. 

The' Governor is also anxious to 
wolconio the Professoriate and they 
ré also lo be included in the expedi- 
tions. .Spécial days will bo spl aside 
for them and the groups on those 
dayp will be composed entirely of 
members from the Staff should they 
care to Journey ont to Bordeaux un- 
der the leadership of a member of 
tho University Social Service Club 
xpcutive. 

The dates on which the first groups 
will go out will he announced later 
In the "Daily." Each member of a 
party will be furnished w^ith a ticket 
good for tliat date only and admis- 
sion will be furnished to strictly 
limited ticket holders. This will 
assure every one concerned that they 
will receive the maximum benefit and 
instruction to be derived from such a 
trip. Each party will have a leader 
who will be a member of the Univer- 
sity Social Service Club, imder whose 
auspices there trips will !>« held. This 
Club is 1 doing exceedingly good work 
around the Campus this .year in the 
preparation of clinical trips to differ 
ent centres, where the underprivll 
eged boys and men are being dealt 
with. By this means students will 
be given an inclght into tho lives of 
numberless thousands .throughout 
the world which they never again 
will bave the opportunity of gaining.

CJoach Walsh ba» qolte a problem 
on bis bands choosing the senior team 
Including the men who played last 
year, there are more players out this 
year than has been tho case durlnp 
any former season. The men who are 
turning out are, to a great extent 
those who have made names for them 
selves while playing for other clubs 
They rll rcallzo that they have to 
show their best to make a place on 
the Red and MTilte outfit and there 
are no slouches at tbs workouts. 

Naturally, a great part of the time 
St tho practices ban to be spent .it 
the fundamentolfl of the game.

POINTED OUT 

President Of University of 
Michigan Expresses Views.

State. 



Dr. Marlon LeRoy Burton, Presi- 
dent of tho University of Michigan, 
In bia inaugural address on "The 
Function ot tbs Stàto tTniverslty," 
said, in part : 

"Tho University must servo the 
state. .... If we remind our- 
selves why the American people 
Ubilsbed the public school, wo shall 
understand tbs login and sanity of 
our thesU that the state University 
exists to serve the state. ... In 
the Ordinance of 1787, with great 
foresight, it was affirmed 'religion, 
morality and knowledge being nsces 
sary td good govemmant and the 
happiness ot mankind, schools and 
the means ot education shall forever 
be encouraged. ... In 1838, the 
Revised SUtutes provided for the es 
Ubllshment of the University and 
sUted lU purpose in the following 
terms: 'The object of the University 
shall be to pro\ido the Inhabitants of 
the state with means of acquiring a 
thorough knowledge of the various 
branches of literature, science and 
arts.' These plans ot the State of 
.Michigan are typical of the convic- 
tions held by the American people as 
a whole. . . . 

I therefore venture to affirm that 
a now day must dawn In American 
higher education. All of us have 
been feeling our way gradually to- 
ward this conclusion. , . . This 
University cannot escape from Its 
primary rosponslblllties to tho people 
as a whole. Professor Jay Wiliaro 
Hudson, of the University of Mis- 
souri, has given us recently one of 
the most stimuiatlng formulations ot 
this educational aim. In bl» book 
entitled "The College and New Am 

erica,* be defends this 

thesis : * Tho aim of American educa 
tJon is to produce a definite Am- 
erican social order, in relation to a 
definite world order.' ^ I believe we 
'can say to ourselves, to our students, 
and to tho public that our institu 
tlons of higher ioamlng exist in a 
very deftnito and compelling fashion 
to help In the establishment of tho 
new American civUlzatlon. And we 
must say It, not only at inaugural 
exercises and annual gatherings, but 
In regent's meeting, classrooms, 
public assemblies and even In faculty 
meetings. We must actually do the 
thing rather than formulate It lu 
nebulous and vanishing flourishes cf 
rhetoric. 

"Precisely then what does this aim 
Involve? In one aenso it will be 
merely the rfebirth of original Ameri- 
can Intentions. It will bring us back 
to the principles upon whicih our sdu- 
catlonal system was established. 
Translated Into tho terms of our day 
t will moan that this versatile, com- 
plex, pulsating entity which -we call 
America' must be welded into a uni- 
fied whole. . .• . 

"Our funcUon Is to select the per- 
manent values and idealize them. 
America must havo interpretation. If 
we may Judge the Intercst» and spirit 
of our people by the things they do 
most, we must begin to understand 
moring pictures, dancing, motor cars 



did ta tba days of the war. We did 
not lose our self-respect then. In 
fact many of us fOund life infinitely 
more worth While. In reality our 
quality of «portsmanship must be 
called into full action. . . . 

Now with this as tha aim of our 
sarvioa to be rendeM to the stato, 
let us aak precisely what concrete 
things should be done, what changes 
are neceesary, and Just what 
methoda are to be adopted. Purely 
by way ot illustration and with no 
tbou^t of offering either a complete 
or adequate programme. I suegcst 
four things 

1. The work and teaching of the 
University should be unified with 
our primary aim in full view. If 
we are to serve the American order 
and to keep this purpose consciously 
before us, it will give point to all 
our instruction. It wilt help, if not 
compel, the University to foeus. 
SpeciUcally it will demand thai somi> 
effort shall be made to correlate the 
courses offered. In some way the 
student will be given such guidance 
that he will see the relationship of 
his courses to one another, to know- 
ledge as a whole, and to life in its 
most practical relationships. Quietly, 
but Inevitably, he will begin to have 
convictions. . . . 

2. Tfee curricula of our various 
schools and colleges within the Uni- 
versity must be deflnltely directed 
toward community needs. la taxt, 
this tendency is already In full tide. . 

S. The university must utilize its 
equipment and personnel for research 
work In solving tho probloma of the 
state. Iji fact this university should 
be the research centre of tho state. 
Questions ot all kinds and descrip- 
tions Immediately related to tha wel- 
fare ot the people 'must be an- 
swered. . . . 

'Just so In every realm, tha uni- 
versity should serve the people. With 
every problem of govemment, econ- 
omies, sociology, art, and education, 
the university shoidd concern itself. 
In a word. It should become the think- 
ing, InvestlgaUng, philosophising cen- 
tre of the commonwealth. 

"No one need interpose here that 
this violates the cardinal principle of 
learning for learning's sake. Re- 
search aollvities of the kind described 
will only stimulate Investigation! of 
every type. We must never lose sight 
of the fact that the quality of clvill- 
latioa waita upon discovery. Inven- 
tion and research. A true university 
as distinguished from a college, must 
functjlon mightily In this ^pect or 
It falls utterly. To aim at genuine 
service to the people through the so- 
lution of all types of problems con 
only give vitality and power to our 
graduate work; 
"4. Finally the university must

need and desire various r."&lncss 
courses. We should attempt the train- 
ing of social service workers, tnchid-. 
in? field work and cooperation with j 
tho various departr:e:uts of county, 
municipal, and s»ate rovernncniH. 
There aru limitless pos.slbllltlog of 
wise and valuable cooperation with all 
kinds of private enterprises. Our ex- 
tension division bos done and is doing 
much. It deserves high approbation. , 
It now needs adequate support and 
recognition. . . .But in the meantime, 
If we consciously aim to assume our 
share of the responsibility for tho new 
America, wo must remember that 
knowledge is the property of every 
man. In a word, we pretend to be- 
lieve that men must be free. They 
are only free when they know how 
to live wisely and understand how to 
govern themselves Justly and efficient- 
ly. In our appraisal of America wa 
said that her greatest tyrant waa 
Ignorance. It now we ore to serve 
her, we must give her know1<vdge. 

"Here then are four suggestive pos- 
sibilities of tho specific type of service 
which the university can and must 
render to the state if it Is to be 
worthy of Its history, Its opportunl- 
Ues and lU Ideals."

"But what win such leadership 
require Î Back of any successful 
effort in this field there must be 
•first of all a real onderstandlng. or 
If you prefer, some dear deflnlUon, 
of America. '. . . ConCrented with 
tbe exl«aneles of war, we knew 
what America meant Thf morale 
of our annlm was based upon an 
actnal appreciation of American 
Ideals. They wore no basy, tmreal, 
vague generaliUes. Thay wars tacl- 
Bive, clear cat, and compelling facts. 
They were the personlflcaUon of 
deflnllenees. . . . The best pro- 
fessors In all eubjecta tai all Am- 
erican UolverslUes knew wha:t Am- 
erica stood for and what âhé waa. 
It Is for America now In times of 
peace that wa must assume con- 
sciously our share of responsibility. 

"If the Unlverelty, however, is to 
render this service. It will require 
something more than a deflnitloa of 
America. Certain new qualities 
must enter into our very life and 
atmosphere. The detachment and 
aloofness of the 'academic mind' 
must Klvr. way to a new sympathy 
with all groups. Moro Imagination 
Is needed. We mnst have faith In 
American needs, American spirit and 
American hopea. A new typo of 
morale must arise. Witbout sacri- 
ficing our flcholarly alms to our 
cautious latsUeetuallsm, we must

Attar brief negotiations 
tha Italian Oovemmant, by an ulti- 
matum, ontorcod tha dallvary ot the 
objects demanded and Auatrlal had 
to rubmlt Thui In the paat year ob- 
jata d'art ot enormous value which 
Lad been In Vienna for centuries 
paasad Into the handa of the Itallana. 

Now l( la algnlflcant that the Peace 
Treaty of 8t Oermain haa laid down 
that further demanda by Italy for art 
treasures shall be submitted to a 
jury. It Is thus plainly seen that 
tho entente powers Intend that such 
question» shall be decided by an Im- 
partial Judgment

Hardly had the agitation among 
tho artlRta of Austria, at the loss of 
such irreplaceable objeots, somewhat 
nubsldcd, since, after all, the entire 
population is In these times troubled 
by other more material earea, than It 
became known a tow dayn aeo that 
a special "art agreement" bad been 
come to between the Austrian Gov- 
ernment and Italy, according to 
which . Austria renounces all those 
works of art as to the ownership of 
which an impartial Jnry shoald have 
passed Judgment, aa laid down In tho 
Peace Tr«^y of St. Germain. 

So far It Is not known why thla 
secret agreement waa madei Neither 
the Kunsthistorisches Uusetmi nor 
the Staatsamt fur Kultus and Unter- 
rioht was taken into the confidence 
of the government. Tho matter Is a 
secret between the /Austrian Slate 
Cabinet and the Italian Government. 
. Some of. the works of art and rare 
objocts which are to go to Italy under 
this "spedat agreement" are: îiie 
mannseripts of the National Library 
originating from Naples, the wonder- 
ful bronzes of (he so-called Esthensic 
collection, the famous "Vortragkreuz'' 
valuable rellquair of Cardinal Bes> 
sarlon. a splendid production ot By 
laatino goldsmitb craft 
.:.-In order to indemnify Austria for 
these heavy losnes, Italy li> willing to 
relinquish her claims to. tbe German 
bust of Kals^ Franz by Canova. 
taken from the Kunsthistorisches 
Museum. This bust by Canova. how- 
ever, la a mediocre work which Italy 
can easily and readily spare from 
her own innumerable and unique art 
troasurea: and the renunciation of 
the Imperial coronation robes may 
probably be explained by the fact 
that Italy Is well aware no Impartial 
Jury would ever have adjudged to 
her thcao splendid pieces of Moorish 
embroidery which constituted the 
bridal gift of Conntanze of Sicily to 
Emperor Henry Vr von Hohenstau- 
fen; particularly as these robes have 
been preserved in Oermany since the 
close of the twelfth century.
